This  1954-55  school  year  witnessed  the 
dedication  of  the  new  $700,000  wing.  This 
addition  provides  the  extra  space  which 
Howe  has  needed  for  a  long  time.  Besides 
new  classrooms  for  English,  math,  and 
social  studies,  new  department  offices  and 
beautiful  music  rooms  were  added. 

In  the  main  building  a  new  student  ad- 
ministration office  took  the  place  of  the  old 
art  room.  And  a  public  address  system  was 
installed  throughout  the  school. 

Although  Mrs.  Mabel  Burkart,  book- 
store manager,  didn't  like  the  idea  of  mov- 
ing the  bookstore  to  a  new  location,  she  now 
agrees  that  she  has  more  space  and  con- 
veniences. Mr.  Alvin  Geier,  junior-senior 
counselor,  was  in  favor  of  the  moving 
though,  since  the  old  bookstore  offered  a 
better  location  for  his  office.

The  most  vital  part  of  the 
school  program  is  the  class- 
room. Besides  the  three  R's, 
better  than  53  other  courses 
are  offered  at  Howe.  These  are 
divided  among-  required  and 
elective  subjects.  Elective 
courses  include  art,  music,  lan- 
guages, home  economics,  and 
industrial  arts.  These  classes 
not  only  widen  the  students' 
interests,  but  they  add  variety 
to  the  graduation  require- 
ments.

The  business  education  department  offers 
comptometery,  bookkeeping,  and  office  pro- 
cedures besides  the  usual  typing  and  short- 
hand. Here  a  class  in  comptometery  works 
on  the  four  positions.

"Who  was  our  first  Secretary  of  State?" 
"What  was  the  Teapot  Dome  Scandal?" 
These  are  just  two  of  the  questions  answered 
in  U.  S.  history  classes.  Other  subjects  in 
the  social  studies  department  are  govern- 
ment, psychology,  and  family  relations. 

The  three  years  of  required  English  in- 
clude not  only  a  study  of  grammar,  but  also 
composition  (right). 

A  visitor  to  a  plane  geometry  class  (above) 
might  hear  this — "equal  angles  are  equal." 
Advanced  courses  in  the  math  department 
are  Algebra  III  and  IV,  solid  geometry  and 
trigonometry. 

Formulas  are  one  of  the  biggest  problems 
in  chemistry,  while  biology  students  put  to- 
gether "dem  bones."  Incidentally,  these 
classes  work  with  Fifi,  the  skeleton.

Politics  come  to  Howe  each  fall  when  so- 
cial studies  classes  divide  into  Nationalist 
and  Federalist  parties  to  conduct  mock  elec- 
tions on  city,  county,  and  state  levels.  Below

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Weeks  before  the  actual  voting,  parties  be- 
gin holding  caucuses.  An  early  morning  con- 
vention of  each  party  sees  the  nomination  of 
candidates  for  state  offices.  For  the  next 
several  days  campaign  promises  and  posters 
take  the  spotlight.  The  big  day  arrives,  and 
history  and  government  students  vote  for 
their  favorite  candidates. 

Not  only  are  procedures  of  elections 
studied  at  this  time,  but  students  also  learn 
to  use  an  actual  voting  machine. 

Although  the  Federalists  had  strong  can- 
didates and  good  campaign  promises,  the 
Nationalists  seemed  to  suit  the  voters  better 
for  they  made  a  clean  sweep  of  the  election.

Howe's  varsity  gridiron  squad,  led  by  city 
scoring  champ  Cliff  Oilar,  sported  a  6-2-1 
record  this  year.  Losing  only  to  Tech  and 
Broad  Ripple  and  tying  Columbus,  the 
Hornetmen  ran  wild  over  the  rest  of  their 
opposition.  Oilar's  139  points  gave  him  the 
new  city  scoring  record  and  placed  him  third 
in  the  state.  Also  important  were  the  fine 
passing  and  quarterbacking  of  Bob  Little, 
the  running  of  backs  Kent  Stewart,  Don 
King,  and  Dave  Stewart,  and  the  blocking  of 
Phil  Strader,  Dave  Propps,  and  Dick  Van 
Arsdel.

Opening  the  '54  season  with  a  heartbreak- 
ing one  point  loss  to  Tech,  Howe  then  pro- 
ceeded to  clobber  Attacks,  Manual  and 
Noblesville.  A  tough  loss  to  Broad  Ripple 
followed.  After  tying  Columbus  the  team 
rolled  over  Anderson  and  Warren  Central. 

Howe's  best  game  of  the  year  was  against 
Washington.  Recovering  two  fumbles  deep 
in  the  opponent's  territory,  the  Hornets  led 
14-7  at  the  half.  Turned  back  twice  at  Howe's 
goal  line,  the  Continentals  finally  completed 
a  pass  to  tie  the  score.  However,  returning 
the  kickoff  to  the  Hornet  thirty  yard  line. 
Little  threw  a  long  pass  to  Oilar  who  out- 
raced  the  defense  for  the  winning  touchdown. 
Final  score:  Howe  28-Washington  14. 

Oliar  who  is  only  a  junior  was  named  to 
everybody's  all-city  team  and  also  made  the 
all-state  team.  He  was  voted  the  Most  Val- 
uable Player  while  Kent  Stewart  received  the 
Best  Mental  Attitude  Award ;  Dave  Propps 
and  Phil  Strader  were  chosen  team  co- 
captains.
